Hitler says “No” in 25,000 words; Publishers laugh at Dewey; Roosevelt streamlines Government 


The suspense that hung over the world last week was 
busily occupied by Adolf Hitler in writing a speech. 
President Roosevelt had asked him and Mussolini 
whether they could promise the world a ten-year 
peace. The question took 1,400 words. It took Hi 
ler 25,000 words, a short novel, to answer “No.” 

While he wrote, the British Ambassador, Sir Nev- 
ile Henderson, withdrawn from Berlin after the seiz~ 
ure of Czechoslovakia, returned quietly to Berlin. For 
two days nobody would receive the Englishman and 

yy the time he got an audience at the Foreign Office 
the world knew that Britain had at last, for the first 
time, begun conscription in peacetime. ‘The British 
Prime Minister had said, “No one ean pretend that 
this is peacetime,” and the House of Commons had 
agreed, 376 to 14 The Russian Ambassador had 
defined Russia’s attitude with a diplomatic murkiness 
bordering on genius: “Our position is perfectly clear. 
Russia will assist Europe in case of aggression.” 

On April 98, Hitler threw his 25,000-word answer 
at President Roosevelt and the puppet German 
Reichstag. It was one of the happiest speeches he 


i 
had made since his old street-fighting days, for at last 
he had an ideological opponent. The cold Power Pol

tics of Britain and France are what Hitler really has to 
contend with but the “Ideological War” of President 
Roosevelt is what Hitler would much rather fight. 

Injured Innocence was naturally the position Hit- 
ler took, ‘To get into this mood it was only neces- 
sary for him to go back to Germany’s post-War deal 
which 40% of U, S. citizens, a recent poll showed, 
think was raw. This took 4,000 words. ‘The explana- 
tion of why he grabbed Czechoslovakia took another 
5,600 words. He then went on, in 1,880 words, to 
say how much Germans love Englishmen. But, in 
w of England's new ‘y nt,” 
Hitler denounced the British-German naval treaty 
of 1935, as a matter of “self-respect.” 

As to his grab of Memel, he virtuously pointed out 
that he had not taken “one square mile more than 
we formerly possessed and which was stolen from 
As to Poland, he announced that the new Brit- 
ish-Polish alliance destroys the German-Polish non- 
aggression pact of 1934. That pact resulted when 
Hitler began rearming and Poland’s Marshal Pilsud- 
ski barked: “Ts it peace or war? If war, we march 
tomorrow. If peace, sign here.” ‘This method, unlike 
President Roosevelt's, worked. Hitler revealed that 
he had offered Poland a 25-year peace in return for 
Danzig and a German corridor through the Polish 
Corridor. ‘Then at last, after 15,000 words, he got 
around to President Roosevelt's telegram 

He began by telling Roosevelt that the fear of war 
is mainly the fault of the democracies: “Fourteen 
wars were waged between 1919 and 1938, in none of 
which Germany was concerned” plus “26 violent 
interventions, including six by the U. S." 

Then he rose to eloquence: “If, Mr. Roosev

I once took overa State faced by com- 
plete ruin, thanks to its trust in the promises of the 
rest of the world and the bad regimes of democratic 
governments. In 1933 I had in my country, 7,000,000 
unemployed, destroyed trade, ruined commerce—in 
short, general chaos, Since then, Mr. Roosevelt, I 
have only been able to fulfill one simple task. I 
cannot feel myself responsible for the fate of the 
world. [have regarded myself as called upon to serve 
my own people alone and to deliver them from their 
frightful misery. I also tried to destroy, sheet by 
sheet, that treaty which its 448 articles contains 
the vilest oppression which human beings ever have 
been expected to endure. I have endeavoured to 
attain all this without spilling blood.”

CHICAGO PHYSIOLOGIST STUDIES SLEEP 
FINDS MOST POPULAR IDEAS ARE WRONG 


hy, scholarly Dr. Nathaniel Kleitman is probably the world’s greatest 

authority on sleep. ‘This month the University of Chicago Press will 
publish Sleep and Wakefulness, a vast scientific treatise in which he 
gives the results of his study of 8,000 nights of sleep. 

Possibly the greatest value of his book is that it debunks most 
cepted theories and popular beliefs on the subject. To Dr. Kleitman, 
sleep is simply caused by a break between the highest functional cente 
of the brain and other parts of the nervous system. ‘Thus sleep from 
fatigue is due to the fact that the neuro-muscular mechanism gets tired, 
relaxes and fails to send impulses to the brain, 

Dr. Kleitman has tested subjects on pallets, hammocks and beds; 
he has recorded their pulse, blood pressure and breathing; he has meas- 
ured the number of im yends moving around during the 
night and the amount of noise needed to waken him. Analyzing his 
compilations, he finds that there are only four rules to sleeping. They 
are: 1) minimize outside stimuli (sound and light), 2) sleep at least six 
hours a night, 8) go to sleep at approximately the same hour every 
night, 4) do not eat just before sleeping. 

What position you sleep in, what type of bed yo nd whether 
you have fresh air or not are mainly matters of individual requirements. 
‘There is no apparent advantage to being a deep or light sleeper. Prob- 
ably a combination of the two is best. 

Another theory that Dr. Kleitman has exploded is that you should be 
full of pep when you first wake up in the morning. His research indi- 
cates you reach a peak of efficiency somewhere late in the afternoon and 
four to six hours later begin to get sleepy. At this peak, your body tem- 
perature is highest, reaction time is shortest and steadiness is greatest.
